ator Jones, and they have at a number of elections, 
When he v»as a candidate made tht \\ay easy for 
turn by running no legislative tickets lu many ol 
the counties, even \\hen tiie\ 
were making vigor- 


ous contests to can;, their State tickets. Such man- 
ifestations of political friendship were mainly due 
to his strenuous eflbrts in behalf of silver, which 
they fully appreciated, and they recognized in him 
the leading champion of a cause which he advocat- 
ed with such masterful abiht}- as gained foi him ev- 
en inure than a national reputation as an authority 
upou geneial bnauce and more especially m its re- 
lation with thr principle and policy of bimetallism 
Such support irom his Democratic friends was cer- 
tainly, moresinceie and unselfish than is manifest- 
ed by the Republican politicians of Nevada who are 
attempting to drag him into a contest for no other 
purpose than the furtherence of their own political 
ends.

reports. Negotiations have been carried on with 
Great Britain to determine how treaty conditions 
can be fairh and honorably o% ercome; ag'ents of 
the French company that spent millions of dollars 
in constructing a proposed waterway, but abandon- 
ed it before completion, are said to be about ready 
for submission. The Imatter has readied such a 
stage that it will probably constitute one of the chief 
matter^ for consideration at the coming session of 
Congress, and it is not improbable that definite 
progress of some sort may be acheived. 


• TUtt canal question is thiu. The L-oixmn^siou in 


its pu'liminary repoit found that ilic- N.ncaiamu ca- 


nal could be constructed for $200,000,000. A large 
item of cost in this is the great dam of the San Car- 
los river. The commission in its final report will 
state that it has found a new location for this dam, 
which will result in a saving of $5,000,000 or $6,- 
000,000. Figures of increased cost on other items, 
however, are likely to bring the total cost to nearly 
$200,000,000. The commission has reported that it 
will cost $145,342,57910 complete the Panama canal 
at a width ot 150 feet. 
The Panama canal company 


is understood to value its consession, work done and 
machinen on the ground, together with the Pana- 
ma railroad at £170,000,000. This would make the 
•total for the Panama canal, in case the Panama 
company got the full value of its property, at its 
own estimate, §249,342,597. This is nearly $50,000,- 
ooo in tavorofthe Nicaragua route. Even if the 
Panaii),! company would consent to cut its estimate 
in t\vo and sell tor $53,500,000, the two routes would 
stand on the same basis as to cost, with a ve'ry large 
majority in congress in favor of the Nicaragua ca- 
nal. Up to this time the canal commission has been 
unable to induce the French representatives to 
make any pioposition looking to the complete trans- 
ler of their pioperty to the United States, and there 
must be a complete transfer before the Panama 
route can be considered. Heretofore a seemingly 
insurmountable obstacle to the transfer of the Pana- 
ma propeity to the United States has been a re- 
quirement under the French law that the old stock- 
holders should receive 60 per cent of the net in- 
come of the canal. 


It is hoped that the eud of preliminary negotia- 


tions will be reached befoie Ihe next session of con- 
gresS shall end that practical work mav speedily 
follow.
